Inflation is rapidly altering public attitudes toward 
the heretofore almost sacred concept of government as 
a Shelter of first resort against the vicissitudes of life. 
Typical of the questions now being raised are those 
presented in a U. S. News & World Report feature 
ence, entitled “Social Security—Promising Too Much 
co Many?” The article shows how changing 

population trends, rising benefits and constantly 
broadening coverage are adding up to an impossible 
burden. Relatively fewer workers will have to pay more 
and more in the coming years to maintain the system. 
Meanwhile, inflation has taken the security out of 
Social security. By early next century, according to U. 
S. News & World Report, only two workers will’ be 
paying taxes for each person collecting benefits— 
benefits that, if inflation continues, will prove as 
illusory as a politician’s promise. 

However, in spite of the record and inflation, the 
Political habit of enlarging existing government 
programs and propasity sew and more costly ones 
persists. National Health Insurance in some form now 
appears ineviiabie—mostiy because poiiticians are 
selling it as never before without regard to the fact that 
there is little public interest in the issue. A survey by a 
‘well-known pollster on the most serious national 
problems indicated inflation as the number one 
concern of the people ‘and aealth care delivery as 
number fifteen. Leading medical spokesmen have 
expressed the view that the subject of health care is 
more of an expedient than anything else 10° divert 


public attention trom far more critical oblems, such 


as inflation and the energy shortage. 

Any major new National Health Insurance plan will 
cost a lot of money. To an inflation-weary public, that 
would be bad news. The prospects of improving the 
U.S. Health care system in the present atmosphere of 
political evasion of basic issues is not promising.

To him 
the Bible was not the Word of 
God object:vely, it was only the 
Word of God as the Holy Spirit 
spoke to the individual through 
the Bible. Barth became the 
leading theologian of the world 
between about 1931 and 1939. 
The greatest impact of neo- 
orthodoxy in America ran from 
about 1945 to 1960. 

Neo-orthodoxy became popu- 
la. because it was a compro- 
taise solution to the religious 
conflict. It accepted, in part, 
the reason of the liberal and the 
Bible of the fundamentalist, 
while exaulting religious ex- 
perience as the supreme au- 
thority over both reason and 
the Rible. While neo-arthadaxy 
alust destroyed liberalism, it 
also became the greatest threat 
to Bible Christianity because of 
its half truths and compro- 
mising nature. 

Neo-orthodoxy attempted to 
destroy the concept of absolute 
objective truth in the Bible.

Unless Jerry Ford blows it, he can 
emerge from this trauma as a genuine 
American folk hero. It seems to me 
the people today are locking for a 
leader whom they can admire, took 
up to, and above ail, 
believe and can trust. 

In his first few weeks in office at 
any rate, the people have bestowed 
willingly upon Jerry Ford’s shoulders 
just such confidence. 

The siyie of his ascension to the 
presidency, and his words and 
actions in the transitional days, 
reinforced the people’s hopes, in my 
opinion, because he came through as 
a genuine article. 

President Ford can keep and 
strengthen ihe people’s confidence, 
in my view, if he simply continues to 
be what he is.

Soley and Meier will attend 
the October 2 national associa- 
tion's convention in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, where Taylor Build- 
ing Products will receive its 
award. Also likely to attend are 
Carl Burkhart, quality control 
manager of Taylor, and Jack 
Gretzinger. superintendent of 
the COOR Intermediate School 
District. - 

The firm, which manufac- 
tures doors and door frames, 
receives federal money for the 
training of the handicapped. 

Some of the handicapped who

semi-skilled area, Soley said. 

He stressed that “they are 
the same as any other em- 
ployees,” adding that they 
perform duties on the assembly 
line, operate presses and drive 
lit trucks.

Parents of Retarded

Georgiane Campbell has had 
51 foster babies in her howe in 
the past seven years, is licensed 
to provide day care for three 
children, and now cares for 
retarded youngsters on week- 
ends. 

Her husband, Edward, and 
their four children approve and 
welcomed the first retarded 
child last weekend to their 
home at 535 Paris. 

“Foster Homes for retarded 
are needed so badly,” Mrs. 
Campbell said, “and I sure hope 
others at least will give it 4 


chance. i think if they get 
involved, they will find it 
rewarding.” 


Mrs. Campbell took care of 
Michael Dowling, three-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Dowling. Her service was part 
of a Respite Care Project under 
the Community Mental Health 
Board. 

About six homes have been 
opened to the retarded under 
the project—not enough to 
answer the 79 requests the 
board has received so far for 
respite care. 

The project, headed by Dr. 
Anila Singh, is aimed at pro- 
viding short term care when 
parents of retarded go on 
business trips or take brief 
vacations or when there is 
severe illness or death in a 
home.
